BERLIN CLAIMS 
MAGINOT GAP AS 
FRENCH HURL FOE 


BACK 6 MILES 


(By the Associated 1'vpn*) 


German troops sweeping1 into 


France In. the sixtji day of the 
war in western Europe have 
"pierced" the northwest exten- 
sion of France's Maglnot line, 
the Germaji high command re- 
ported today. 


The nazi claim was disputed 


in France. 


The French high command 


admitted 
nazi 
legions 
have 


crossed the Mcuse river under 
the impetus of a massive attack 
—both by land and air—but 
said the German tide had been 
stemmed and hurled back six 
miles. 
German forces originally pene- 


trated 10 miles beyond the river-—or 
20 miles into France—but the French 
said the German thrust had been 
reduced to a 4-mile salient south of 
the river by a fierce French counter- 
attack. 


In London, the British air min- 


istry described the battle raging 
around Sedan. France, as "terrific." 


British Fliers Active 


The air ministry said British fliers 


had strafed enemy troops and tank 
concentrations in repeated low-fly- 
ing attacks with "highly .successful" 
results, and said at least 15 German 
planes had been destroyed. 


British losses were placed at 35 


planes, which, the air ministry said, 
were "not considered excessive" in 
view of the results. 
, 


A Dutch radio report said Gemnan 


motorized troops were pouring into 
The Hague, the Dutch capital, which 
capitulated late Tuesday when the 
Netherlands high command declared 
Holland's resistance was broken. 


Germany besought Belgium to 


follow the Netherlands example and 
lay clown her arms and threatened 
Great Britain with a blitzkrieg from 
the Dutch coast. 


The Belgians, allied with the Brit- 


ish and French far the "greatest 
battle of all time," showed no signs 
ol compliance. 


"Message" to Ilc!gians 


Otherwise the war appeared to be 


stabilizing Into a conflict of position 
along the bloody banks of the Meuse 
river and the Albert canal—from 
France's fortified zone of the north, 
through the Ardennes mountains to 
the coastal plains of Belgium.

Holiday

til a 79-year-old pioneer .suc-

The Literary Guidepost 


By John Selby 


"PLAYING WITH LIGHTNING," by Dr. K. B. Mc- 


Eucliron and Kenneth G. 1'atrlck; (Random: $2.50). 


I IGHTNINO is still one of the world's mysteries, in 
*-• spite of Dr. Franklin's researches with kite and 
key, and the latter-day struggles of our scientists to 
learn all Its secrets. But "Playing With Lightning" 
will tell you what Is known, and perhaps also relieve 
some of your fears. Its authors ai-e Dr. K. B. McEarch- 
ron and Kenneth G. Patrick, and both these gcntle- 
ment agree that if you hear the thunder the lightning 
has not struck you; if you saw the "bolt" it must have 
missed you, and If it hit you, you'll never know any- 
way. 


The book tells a great deal about lightning that the 


public will have to struggle to accept. It is true that 
when a man is struck, he most likely has been struck 
upward from the earth rather than the other way 
about. The popular conception of lightning as some- 
thing eerie that streaks down from a cloud Is only 
partly true—what actually happens is that the earth 
is charged and sends up its own streamers. 


What probably will benefit mankind most in the 


book is the material at the end. Perhaps city-born 
people have had no experience of such things, but 
.his reader can remember vigorous controversies in 
his neighborhood over the efficacy of the lightning 
rod. One school believed a house without its lightning 
rod little better than a naked savage, whereas the 
other group Insisted that it was all a waste of money, 
and held the lightning rod salesmen to be on a level 
with snake oil vendors. These were wrong. 


Lightning rods, properly installed are effective, al- 


though it is not necessary that they droop like an 
ron cage over the exterior of the house; the conduc- 
.ors can be buried with safety In the walls. Radio 
wires are not dangerous, properly installed. 
There 


s no such thing as heat lightning; you're seeing a 
distant storm, that's all. Open windows in a storm 
are not dangerous, but playing the piano or sewing 
on a machine is not good practice. Neither is sitting 


a radiator, nor standing In front of a fireplace. 


Adjusting a radio or using a telephone during an elec- 
trical storm is not especially bad, but not recom- 
nended. and taking a bath In an ordinary home might 
be dangerous. Don't swim In a storm, and if caught 
out take refuge in a motor car with an all-steel body. 
The safest place in a house is Inside an electric re- 
'rigerator or in the furnace; next best in an Iron bed. 
Anally, lightning will strike twice in the same place. 
It has often.

Relief Recipients 


Pledg-e State Funds 


Harrisburg. May 15 (AP)—Penn- 


sylvania has established a potential 
stake of more than 560,000,000 in 
property owned by its relief popula- 
tion, the Department of Assistance 
disclosed today. 


Claims have been filed in various 


counties as liens on real estate of 
relief recipients, against the time 
when their estates may be settled, 
and part of the proceeds will go to 
the state for feeding and housing 
them during depression years. 


The state now has approximately 


30,000 "reimbursement agreements" 
signed, each acknowledging judge- 
ment for relief money received dur- 
ing their lifetime up to a maximum 
of $2,000. 


In the 12-month period ending 


last month, the Department of As- 
sistance collected more than 51,000,- 
000 in restitutions find reimburse- 
ments, 5400,000 of which came from 
estates of relief cases, principally 
old age assistance recipients who 
died without dependents.

will tell you w hat is known, and p erh ap s also relieve 
some of your fears Its authors are Dr. K. B. M cE arch- 
ron an d K en n eth G Patrick, an d both these gentle­ 
m en! agree th a t if you h ear th e th u n d e r the lightning 
has not struck you; if you saw the “bo lt” it m ust have 
m issed you, an d if it hit you, you’ll never know an y ­ 
way. 
T he book tells a great deal about lig h tn in g th a t the 
public will have to struggle to accept. 
It is tru e th a t 
w hen a m an is struck, he m ost likely h a s been struck 
upw ard from th e earth ra th e r th an th e o th er way 
about.

Land Slowly 


"Besides, parachutists land slow- 


ly. After the opening of the para- 
chute they drop at the average rate 
of 13 feet a second. The customary 
height for jumping is 3,000 feet, so 
they need four minutes, 10 seconds 
to land. 


"Parachutists, therefore, would be 


a wonderful target for fast-firing 
weapons."
